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Parking 
rates on 
the rise

Parking rates at Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Airport will soon be 
increasing. 

As of midnight Nov. 8, rates 
will be rising in some cases up 
to twice the previous price. 

The rate increase is being 
implemented to bring Metro 
Airport more up to date with 
other major airports, accord- 
ing to Mike Conway, commun- 
ity relations manager at the 
airport. 

“Automobile parking 
accounts for approximately 21 
percent of the total revenue 
earned by Metro,” said Con- 
way. ‘‘Now, with the opening of 
a new 1,800-space parking 
structure and more shuttle ser- 
vices, we need the additional 
revenue to keep up with our in- 
creasing expenses.” 

Because Metro is a user- 
financed facility, parking re- 
venue is considered an impor- 
tant economic resource. 

Along with rent form termin- 
al and concession space and 
percentages of earnings from 
food and beverage facilities, 
news and gift shops, ground 
transportation, advertising 
and car rentals, revenue from 
parking is used toward opera- 
tion and maintenance expenses 
at the airport. 

“There hasn’t been a parking 
rate increase here for at least 
eight years and we have to keep 
up with the expenses,” Conway 
said. 

Although there was a park- 
ing rate increase of 30 percent 
in 1989, the adjustment was 
made by the state and revenue 
collected does not go toward 
airport expenses. 

“The state put a 30 percent 
tax on all parking within five 
miles of the airport but we 
don’t see that money-it goes 
directly to the state and Wayne 
County.” 

Although parking rate in- 
creases will be seen at all park- 
ing areas at the airport, “...the 
biggest difference will be seen 
in the short-term parking lot,” 
said Conway. “We’re making 
those rates intentionally high 
to encourage people to park in 
long-term parking whenever 
possible." 

“Hopefully, the high price 
will keep spaces available for 
people who are just stopping in 
to buy a ticket or drop off a pas- 
senger," Conway said. 

Anyone parking in the short- 
term parking area won’t see 
much difference in price within 
the first couple hours, but after 
the third hour, one dollar more 
than before will have to be 
paid. By the fifth hour, a rate of 
$8 over the former $5.25 will be 
endorsed and it will cost a cus- 
tomer $9 versus the former $6 
to park in the short-term lot all 
day. On the other hand, it costs 
only $5 a day to park in long- 
term parking, 

“We now have prices compa- 
rable and in some cases even 
better than at the other major 
airports in the nation." Con- 
way said. 

There is now a parking hot- 
line at the airport which fea- 
tures a recorded message de- 
tailing the amount of parking 
space available at any given 
time in any parking lot 
throughout the airport. The 
message includes information 
regarding any construction or 
traffic back-up which might 
cause a delay. The parking hot- 
line number is 942-3838.

Elected officials anticipate 
proposed salary increase

The corpse of Cheryl Sanders 
who disappeared without a 
trace in Romulus Oct. 11 was 
discovered in Van Buren 
Township this week. 

Preliminary evidence indi- 
cated she had been shot to 
death, according to police. 

The partially-clothed decom- 
posed body was found Sunday 
behind a barn off Tyler Road. 
Because her relatives did not 
recognize the clothing, dental 
records were used to positively 
identify the corpse as Sanders. 

Sanders, 29, was last seen in- 
side the Holiday Inn Hotel near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport at 
about 2:30 a.m. Oct. 11. 

“She had no money, no 
charge cards and no checks 
and she never called me. any of 
her other family members or 
her office,” said her husband 
John Sanders. 

He described his wife as an 
extremely reliable person. She 
was the district manager of the 
Portrait Corporation of Amer- 
ica. home-based in North Caro- 
lina. 

The evening of Oct. 10, she 
met with with a co-worker and 
friend from a studio in Ohio. 

“They met at the Holiday Inn 
because they both knew where 
it was and it has a nice lounge,” 
John said. 

He said they were there from 
about 7 until 8:30 p.m at which 
time they decided to go to a 
club in Taylor.

Unless rejected by members 
of the Romulus City Council, 
elected officials will receive an 
approximate 9 percent pay in- 
crease in 11 days. 

As a result of meetings of the 
Compensation Commission, 
the following increases are 
proposed for Romulus elected 
officials. 

• - The mayor shall receive 
an increase of $4,500, from 
$47,500 to bring the salary to 
$52,000 annually. 

• - The clerk and treasurer 
shall each receive an increase 
of $3,877 from $39,123 to bring 
their salaries to $43,000 
annually. 

• - The mayor pro tern shall 
receive an increase of $300 
from $6,325 to $6,625 annually. 

• - Council members shall 
each receive an increase of 
$300 from $5,750 to bring their 
salary to $6,050 annually. 

In accordance with Romulus 
ordinances, this determination 
will become effective Nov. 11, 
unless sooner rejected by a 
two-thirds vote of council 
which doesn't seem likely, 
.according to City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

“The salary increase is in 
accordance with state sta- 
tutes,” she said. “The com- 
mittee that makes the deter- 
mination is made up of local re- 
sidents - people from all walks 
of life within the community 
and without that committee. I 
am not aware of how the salar- 
ies could be increased." 

She went on to explain that 
the proposed salary increase 
has nothing to do with the fact 
that this is an election year 

“The only time elected offi- 
cials can get an increase is in 
an odd numbered year and only 
after the election." Choate 
said. “The last time elected 
officials had a raise was in 1989 
and these are full-time posi- 
tions and the officials put in an 
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I think the council 
has been underpaid 
compared to like 
community officials’ 
salaries.

awful lot of hours. I don't think 
it’s likely that the council will 
reject the increase at this 
time.” 

“The purpose of the com- 
pensation commission is to de- 
termine what our salaries 
should be in accordance with 
comparable cities’ officials,” 
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said Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry. “I see no reason 
why the council should reject 
their decision.” 

“I think the council has been 
underpaid compared to like 
community officials' salar- 
ies,” said Councilman Ellis 
Pennington. “The raise is 
appropriate at this time." 

Romulus currently has a 
population of about 22,000. The 
mayor of Westland, with a 
population of 84,500 receives a 
salary of $68,310 annually. The 
mayor of Dearborn Heights, 
with a popultion of 67,706 re- 
ceives $57,534 while the mayor 
of Dearborn, with a population 
of 90,000 receives an annual sal- 
ary of $70,647. Many of the 
mayors of other surrounding 
cities are considered part time 
and paid only for part time 
work. 


Man assaulted 
with shears

Ramon Warrick, 21. of De- 
troit was arrested following the 
incident Oct. 22 and charged 
with assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm.

They believe the two men were 
acquainted and said the argu- 
ment arose after the Romulus 
man refused to give Warrick a 
ride home.

Warrick was arraigned Oct. 
23 in the 34th District Court be- 
fore Judge Felix Rogalle. Bond 
was set at $10,000. 

Results of a preliminary ex- 
amination were not available 
at press time.

Golden anniversary 

Team of 1941’ returns to glory

Some arrived wearing their old Belleville 
High letter-sweaters. 

A few looked as if they were ready to put on 
football uniforms and play a quarter or two. 

They all had smiles on their faces, and “were 
happy to be a part of this celebration”. 

They were members of the Belleville High 
football team of 1941, a team that had captured 
the mythical Class B state championship. 

They gathered in the Golden Boy Restaurant 
in Belleville Friday night for dinner, to re- 
minisce of the days when they ruled the gridiron, 
then headed for Belleville High to cheer on their 
alma mater. The Tigers of 1991 didn’t dis- 
appoint, either. They won a classic duel in the 
rain against Trenton, 31-20, to end a six-game 
losing streak and close out the Wolverine ‘A’ 
Conference season with a big victory. 

“This is the kind of Belleville that we love,” 
said James Richendollar, superintendent of Van 
Buren schools, in extending a welcome to team 
members and their wives. “We are rich in tradi- 
tion and friends. We must never lose sight of 
what was. What we had. Tonight the past comes 
alive with your presence here. God bless you 
all.” 

Ray VanBuhler, a member of the ’41 team, 
said that he was proud to be a part of the team 
and the rich past that “lives forever in our 
memories and is rekindled with this spark of 
togetherness.” , 


“We played in a different time and different 
era,” VanBuhler recalled, “but there is that 
same camaraderie that athletes all over the 
world share. Looking at my former teammates 
and friends, time has suddenly stopped. I really 
would like to thank everyone who had anything 
to do with bringing our team together again.” 

In his welcoming words, Larry Tabor, Belle- 
ville high principal, praised the men for helping 
build the foundation of excellent sportsmanship 
and pride. 

“Fifty years ago, these men proudly wore the 
“orange and black” and helped establish a 
tradition of sportsmanship, teamwork, and a de- 
sire for excellence that has endured for half-a- 
century. 

'‘Their gathering here this evening, so many 
years later, is a testimony to the pride and sense 
of community instilled in them as Belleville 
High School athletes. They exemplify for all of 
us the true meaning of high school spirit and 
tradition,” Tabor said. 

The evening was organized by Michael Codet- 
ta, Belleville High athletic director, who had the 
laborious task of putting the program. 

Howard Sherman, a member of the 1941 team, 
was the prime motivator for “getting the mes- 
sage out to his fellow teammates.”

Edward Gielinski, whose grandson is in the 
1991 Tiger lineup, remarked during the game: 

“This is something I wouldn’t miss for any- 
thing.

Previously doomed business 
celebrates productive life

In 1987, its future was in ques- 
tion. Today, considered one of 
the largest employers in the 
city, the Romulus Engine Plant 
celebrated the building of the 
one millionth engine. 

Built to produce engines for 
Detroit Deisel. the engine plant 
nearly went out of business as 
the market for deisel engines 
declined. The closing of the 
plant had been scheduled and 
announced. 

Finally, following develop- 
ment of an innovative labor 
agreement and tax agree- 
ments with the city, the Chev- 
rolet-Pontiac-Canada Group 
agreed to invest $250 million 
into the site. 

“After GM took over the 
group, we became one of the 
first sites within the company 
to embrace customer and 
team-oriented work processes 
and svncronous manufactur- 
ing." said Michele Bular. man- 
ager of communications and 
training for the company. 

She said their manufacturing 
system eventually became 
used GM-wide as the Quality 
Network strategy for running 


the business. 

“With our streamlined pro- 
cess and innovative union and 
managemment thinking, we 
bacame a model for the com- 
pany.” 

The plant, which employs 
1,200 people, now produces the 
4.3L V-6 engines which can be 
found in S10 pick ups and Blaz- 
ers and the S15 Jimmys. They 
also produce a turbo-charged 
engine which can be found in 
the Typhoon recreational vehi- 
cle and the GMC Syclone. a new 
truck which reportedly cap- 
tured the imagination of auto- 
motive writers across the 

country- 

“With our engine, the Syc- 
lone moves faster than a Cor- 


vette.” Bular said.

During the 1990-91 fiscal year, the Van Buren Public Schools operated 
on a six-hour instructional day with a full program of extracurricular 
activities and support services. 

Some 6.080 K-12 students were served. \% fewer than the 6.131 
enrolled during 1989-90. Of the thirteen buildings in the district, ten 
were used for instructional purposes and one for administration. The 
remaining two continue undci lease. The district employed 277 full- 
time equated classroom teachers, up from the 248 employed during 

1989- 90. The minimum teachers salary for the year was $22,959. 
while the maximum was S49.923. as compared with $21,659 and 
$47,097. respectively, for 1989-90. Total funds spent for salaries of 
classroom teachers amounted to $12,654,419. up from $11,112,219 
spent the previous year. The ratio of students to certificated staff was 
24.7:1 for 1989-90 and 21.9:1 for 1990-91 The ending General Fund 
balance for 1990-91 of $1,730,722. is an increase from the previous 
vear.

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Readers send in spooky stories for Halloween

Stories of the supernatural 
seem to surface during the 
days around Halloween, and 
whether one believes them or 
not, they add to the atmosphere 
of the season. 

Carleton resident Lawrence 
(Larry) Schenk recalled a 
mysterious experience in Viet- 
nam that remains unexplained 
for the past 30 years. 

“During the '60s. I was a civi- 
lian working in Vietnam, and I 
was acquainted with a young 
Vietnamese woman. She was a 
member of an offshoot of the 
. Bhuddist religion, which had a 
reputation of doing strange and 
Unexplained mind-boggling 
things.” 

One day the young woman 
asked Schenk to accompany 
her to a religious ceremony in a 
nearby village. 

“Being young and curious, I 
went along with her and found 
that we were supposed to be 
cleansed by bathing in fire,” 
Schenk said. 

Schenk recalled that he and 
three women “bathed” in the 
fire, but the so-called fire did 
not burn or sting. Then, he went 
into a separate room where he 
was to be symbolically put to 
death. He passed out and 
awoke feeling refreshed, but 
foolish, he said. 

‘‘Neither of the two cere- 
monies baffled me too much. I 
figured the fire was some kind 
of chemical or substance that 


appeared to burn. I thought of it 
as just a cleaver trick,” Schenk 
said. “As for being puttodeath, 
I was aware that a spot behind 
my ear had been pressed and it 
cut off the oxygen to my brain, 
causing me to pass out.” 

Schenk went into the office of 
the priest and his fortune was 
told through some symbols 
written on his skin. The priest 
predicted that he would marry 
within a year, which he did, but 
not to the woman with whom he 
attended the ceremony. The 
priest also predicted that he 
would receive a job promotion, 
and again, the prediction came 
true. 

“My girlfriend asked me if 1 
was hungry, and I said no. 
However, she insisted that 1 eat 
some fruit, and so I finally 
asked for a banana,” Schenk 
said. 

At that time, the strangest 
part of his experience occurred 
- an incident that he cannot ex- 
plain or understand to this day. 

“The priest was sitting some 
12 to 15 feet away from the wall, 
but he reached his arm across 
the room and picked up a bana- 
na from a bowl on the other side 
of the room. I don’t know how 
he did it,*’ Schenk said. “Peo- 
ple have tried to come up with 
explanations, but none of them 
reveals how it could have hap- 
pened. I did see his arm extend 
across the room, and I don’t 
know how' he did it.” 

Frankie Jean Clemens often 
passes along predictions about 
the future of notable people. In

Glenn kept its playoff hopes alive by shutting 
out Walled Lake Western 13-0. Their 6-2 over-all 
record deserves consideration for the playoffs. 
And coach Chuck Gordon’s team could harvest a 
bunch of playoff points if they beat Way ne for the 
city title next week. 

“It will be a great contest between kids who 
know each other, ’ ’ predicted W ayne Chuck How- 
ton, after his team displayed power in des- 
troying a highly-touted Monroe, 28-8, Friday 
night. 

Glenn, which has dominated the series be- 
tween the two Wayne-Westland school district 
rival, will travel to nearby Wayne for what de- 
finitely is the final confrontation of the year for 
the Zebras. 

In the meantime, the Rockets turned in a stun- 
ning performance on defense - they held West- 
ern to a total of 81 yards-in their fourth confer- 
ence win in six starts. 

After Western nailed deep in its own territory, 
the Westlanders took possession at midfield. At 
10:04 of the third period, senior tailback Tad 
Quattlander broke a thrilling 39-yard sprint for 
the Rockets first TD. With the extra point block- 
ed, the score stood at 6-0. 

On the Warriors’ next possession, the Rocket 
defense took it up another notch. Senior defen- 
der Carl Brooks and Gary Chmiel sacked QB 
Dave Watkins on his own 17, however, the 
offense failed to capitalize.
